The company were unable to make any 
increased offer to that contained in the 
circular of the 2nd April, 1931, particulariy 
as a widespread agitation had been imme.

The special defendants already in the 
action, who were Catholics and stated that 
they represented the parents of a class fer 
whose benefit the trust was established, 
sought by means of a cuunter-claim to have 
it declared that the trusts were charitable 
and that their paramount object was educa- 
tional and not religious. Also that the 
schools were founded and endowed for the 
education of the children of the tenants of 
the estates of Erasmus Smith and for other 
poor persons. They asked that the plain- 
tiffs should be ordered to administer the 
trust accordingly and sought an order to 
have a scheme settled by the court, 

That was the position when the Rev. 
James Moody, Wm. Doran and Alexander S. 
Anderson, members of the Presbyterian 
congregation in Dundalk on behalf of the 
Presbyterian children of Dundalk, applied to 
be added as defendants in the action. They 
submitted that the charity was Presbyterian 
and was intended for the benefit of the 
children of Presbyterian parents. If 
Protestant, they contended, it was 
not intended to be exclusively  con- 
finel to members of the Church of 
Ireland community, and in the administra- 
of-the trusts the co-equal rights of 
Presbyterians should he properly recognised. 
As in thé claim by Peter Corrigan and 
others, they asked that a scheme for the 
administration of the charity should be 
seitled by the Court.

THE REAL ISSUE. 


It has been suggested that the applicants 
represented no one but the particular congre- 
gation of Presbyterians in Dundalk, and had 
not the approval of any other Presbyterian 
congregation, and were seeking to raise a 
side issue, while the real issue in the whole 
action could. be tried without their assist- 
ance. Subsidiary issues had been intro- 
duced, and it was clearly his-duty to decide 
who were the parties to* appear before the 
Court in order do. enable him to deal effec- 
tively with the matter, and settle all the 
questions involwed in the case. The addi- 
tion of thé applicants-as defendants might be 
the means of changing the whole course of 
the action, ah might create an unsatisfac- 
tory position by involving more than a’ 
traverse of the plaintiffs’ claim, as it was 
alleged that the plaintifis had improperly 
mismanaged the trust, and were wnduly 
favouring the members of the Protestant 
faith... A definite issue had been raised by 
the counter-claim between the parties already 
in the action. 

That issue should be decided before anv 
question could arise between those benefi- 
eimries, who were members of a different 
Protestant denomination. The issue raised by 
the counter-claim of the defendants was the 
preliminary issue to be decided, and in certain 
circumstances the applicants would have no 
eause to be added as defendants. Once that 
issue was decided and the defendants suc- 
ceeded, the applicants would be entitled to 
come in at once. If the defendants did not 
succeed, the applicants might not desire to go 
on with their claim. Having regard to the 
pleadings. and the history oí the charitv, he 
thought the plaintiffs would be quite compe- 
tent parties to contest the counter-claim, being 
the only parties to defend the exclusively 
Protestant character of the Trust. The 
action was already complicated, anfl it might 
be embarrassing to the parties already before 
the (Court to add the applicants as plaintiffs, 
theugh it might be desirable to have them 
added. In those circumstances he would 
allow the special defendants an opportunity to 
consider the question of ‘admitting the appli 
cants as defendants in the action, and if they

Book Titles. 


A correspondent writes :-—Shortly after 
reading the recent paragraphs on uncon- 
scious plagiarism in book titles I happened 
to open “ The Noblest Frailty,’’ by Mr.

I hope that those who have deferred the 
great change as a concession to proverbial 
philosophy will hearten themselves by this 
interpretation.

T Kells (Co. Meath) Circuit Court to- 
A day, before Judge Devitt, Civic Guard 
William Bennett, of Kelis, sued John 
Soden, Suffolk street, Kells, for £15 damages 
for the destruction of an Alsatian dog. 

Bennett swore that he was a Civic Guard 
stationed at Kells. On the afternoon of April 
7 last he was in Newmarket street, Kells, 
and had an Alsatian dog with him. Witness 
was talking to a lady, Miss Bligh, beside her 
motor car. There were two cars parked on 
the opposite side of the street, one behind 
the other. The street was thirty-three and a 
half feet wide, and this would leave a clear 
passage between the cars of about twenty-two 
icet, 

NO HORN SOUNDED. 

Witness saw the defendant coming down 
the street driving a motor car at about seven 
or eight miles per hour. He heard no horn 
being sounded; he heard the impact of the 
car striking the dog, but did not actually 
see the dog being struck. The dog gave a 
few yelps and rushed into a shop, where it 
died immediately. The defendant did not 
stop, and another Guard, who was with 
witness. took the number of the defendant's 
car. Witness paid 30s. for the dog when a 
pup. It was a pedigree dog, and witness 
valued it for about £15. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Armstrong, witness 
said that after the accident he wrote a letter 
to the defendant and demanded £5 for the 
Jog. 
Mr. J..C. Forrest, manager of the National 
tank. Kells, said that the defendant's motor 
car approached at about five miles per hour, 
but never budged one inch out of its course 
to avoid the dog, and the front wheel went 
over it. 

THE COLOUR OF THE ROAD. 

John Soden, the defendant, swore that he 
sounded the horn when about twenty or thirty 
yards from the spot where the dog was. The 
dog was the colour of the road, and witness 
did not see him until he was close on him. 
It was then impossible for him to pull up. 

Cross-examined by Mr. J. J. Lynch (for 
the plaintiff), witness said that he did not 
think he was still liable, because if he had 
applied the hand brake his car would have 
swung round on. the tarred road and run into 
one of the other cars. 

DECREE FOR £5. 

The Judge said that the evidence in the 

case was very clear. The defendant saw the 


the dog lying seven yards away, it would 
be the defendant’s clear duty to the owner to 
sound the horn, or in some way to call the 
dog’s attention, because dogs were wise in 
their ways. It was only common sense to 
suppose that the same might have happened 
to a human being. The only question was 
the question of damages. The plaintiff thought 
the dog value for £15, but when the loss was 
fresh in his mind he demanded £5, and he (the 
judge) would give a decree for £5. He 
allowed 10s. witnesses’ expenses.

Trouble in Madrid. 


The beginnings of the Spanish revolu- 
tion were too good to be true; the last 


‘two days have seen a formidable discharge 


of those passions which forgot to express 
themselves in the first hours of gratified 
surprise. Monarchists have brooded on 
their fallen fortunes ; ardent Republicans 
have kicked against the cautious methods 
of the Provisional Government, and now 
tempers have broken on both sides. The 
origins of the outbreak in Madrid are 
obscure; it. is attributed variously to 
Monarchist arrogance and to Communist 
aggression. On Sunday a Republican mob 


‘attacked the offices of a Monarchist news- 


paper, and yesterday there was a series 
of organised attacks on religious houses. 
An angry mob fired the headquarters of 
the Jesuit Order in Madrid and then 
attacked a neighbouring convent. The 
police were powerless, and the outrages 
were continued until, as an official report 
states, ten churches and convents were 
destroyed: Madrid is in a state of 
disorder and the Government has pro- 
claimed martial law. Reports from the 
provinces are scanty, but ominous. Dhis-

HOSPITALS AND SWEEPSTAKES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—The subject of the hospital sweep- 

stakes has been discussed trom most poilts 

of view, but there is one which has received 
little, if any, atteution. ‘here are three 


races in the year on which these sweepstakes | 


are held—the Grand National, the Deroy and 
the November Handicap. Between the 
November Handicap and the Grand National 
there is a long interval of time, and there 
is a very considerable interval Letween the 
Derby and the November Handicap. In 
order to cope with the work the Hospitals 
Trust engages a large number of hands, 
mainly females, to whom a payment of 30s. 
a week is made. After the result of every 
draw the majority of these employees receive 
a summary notice dismissing them, and an 
invitation-1s-extended to them to apply for 
re-engagement for the néxt sweepstake. 

During the last two weeks precedent to 
the draw the staff is working overtime, and 
when on full overtime would be earning an 
additional Ws. a week. An employée thus 
gets employment for three periods of about 
six weeks apiece, for which the normal pay 
would be £1 10s. + 18 = £27. For six weeks 
of this time she would earn, in addition, 
£1) 10s. + 6 = £9. The result 1s that an 
employée would receive a sum of £56 fur the 
three periods. Tc those who are working 
for ‘‘oin money,”” or to the married women 
who are engaged, this is, undoubtedly, an 
appreciable sadition to the income; but when 
a young woman has to keep herself one can 
only wonder how she is to manage for a year 
on the sum of . 

It ean. of course, be argued that the work 
ig seasonal, and the emplovée must make her 
own arrangements. Tnoughttul people may 
take a wider view and will realise that 
temale intermittent employment such as this, 
involving long periods without any employ- 
ment, cannot fail to have a very demoralising 
effect. The benefit which acccues to the 
Lospitals may be very dearly bought.— Yours, 
ete., '“JounN o' Dreams.”’

Nevertheless, 
because the Prime Minister and some 
other members of the Cabinet are 
convinced Roman Catholics, the Church, 
hoping for the best, has given a 
somewhat dubious allegiance to the new 
order of things. It is improbable that 
this condition of unstable equilibrium can 
continue; for the movement which has 
carried Sefior Zamora and his colleagues 
into power is fundamentally anti-clerical. 
Yesterday's burnings in Madrid are the 
first danger signal.

residue of a craft once widespread in the 
Principate—has. struggled for existence on 
the borders of Carmarthenshire and 
Cardiganshire. The rural manufacturers 
produce flannels and blankets to supply 
a local demand; but that demand has 
diminished gradually, and most of the 
small mills are closed on the death of 
their owners. Now the University of 
Wales has intervened to forestall the in- 
dustry’s extinction. Last year it appointed 
a Textile Advisory Officer to give counsel 
and assistance to manufacturers in the 
making of newer fabrics, and it has taken 
steps to form an association of the remain- 
ing manufacturers, known. .as Welsh 
Textiles Association, Limited. The Asso- 
ciation’s sole object is to tide the rural 
enterprise over the present difficulties. 
It proposes to introduce a trade or national 
mark for the protection of members’ 
products, to advertise Welsh woollens, to 
organise displays and exhibitions, to 
assist the manufacturer in technical 
matters, and to keep him informed of 
changes in fashion. In other words, it 
will try to widen both the Welsh woollen 
market and the scope of production. The 
present range of products is sound, but 
uninspiring, and the University’s Advisory 
Officer will introduce new “ lines ” to the 
manufacturers in so far as the capacity of 
their machines will admit. ‘‘ Moderni- 
sing ’’ has begun already. Welsh tweeds 
have appeared on the market, and it is 
by no means impossible that in the near 
future they will rival the range and 
variety of Irish tweeds.

Troops are patrolling in different 
parts of the capital this evening, but, it 
is announced, have nowhere had to inter- 
vene, calm having been restored. 

The Executive . Committees of the 
Socialist Party and of the General Labour 
Federation, respectively, have issued a 
statement energetically protesting against 
the excesses committed by irresponsible 
elements, whose intentions, they add, it is 
dificult to determine and to justify. 
Agitation, inspired by enemies of the 
Republican régime, as well as the work of 
agents provocateurs, led to a part of the 
Madrid workers allowing themselves to be 
drawn for a time into a strike movement, 
the aim of which could only be to render 
more difficult the consolidation of the 
labours of the; Republic, The Executive 
Labour Committees roundly condemn -the 
strike, and have given orders for the 
immediate resumption of work.

ESTIMATE OF CASUALTIES. 


Mr. Wedgwood-Benn, Secretary for 
India, in reply to Earl Winterton in the 
House of Commons. yesterday, said that 
the number of rebels killed in the recent 
armed rising in Burma was estimated at 
over one thousand, and two thousand were 
captured, the majority of whom had been 
released. 

The Government casualties were not 
definitely known, but one district super- 
intendent, Mr. W. H. Austin; one deputy 
superintendent, and an inspector of police 
were killed. or believed to be killed, and 
one district superintendent and to 
British officers and one surgeon were 
wounded. Fifteen other ranks were 
killed and a small number wounded. A 
number of headmen and villagers, probably 
about one hundred, were also killed by the

IRISH BUTTER. 


PRODUCERS AND A 
“VEXED PROBLEM.” 


CALL FOR TARIFF 
SAFEGUARDS. 


HE marketing question was referred to 

as '' the one vexed problem of the 
moment,” at the annual 

ing, in Dublin, of tae Iris 

Managers’ Association. 

Mr. P. Coleman (President), presiding, in 
the course of his remarks, said that some of 
those who advocated centralised marketin 
failed to realise the improvement that had 
been made in the quality of Irish creamery 
butter during the past four years, and it was 
quality more than anything élsé that was 
going to help the trade . 

If that quality continued to be maintained 
they would have no difficulty in commanding 
a marketable price for their butter. 

The seasonal difficulty was, of course, 
always a trouble with the marketing of Irish 
creamery butter. In order to i uce Irish 
butter seasonally on the British market, a

i certain sacrifice in price. had necessarily to 


be made, but so far this year Irish creamery 
had been on a level—and at times a few. 
shillings above—New Zealand values, and at 
the moment was only within a few shillings 
of Danish. To his mind, all the industry re- 
quired at? the moment was a little bit of 
peace as far as the marketing question was 
concerned, 

With regard to the butter tariff, it was 
up to the Government to devise some 
arrangement whereby the producer would 
reap the benefit of this tariff. If the Govern- 
ment did not. make some provision to safe- 
guard this tariff for the industry he was 
afraid that the only parties who would largely 
benefit by it would be the speculators. He 
was glad to read in the annual report of 
the success of the Dairy Produce Act in 
Northern Ireland, and that 
administered so satisfactorily. He was, how- 
ever, surprised to learn that some few 
creameriés in that area were régistering as 
factories. He thought that was a short- 
sighted policy. 

Continuing, the Chairman stated that the 
Association had passed through a very trying 
year, but had got through it very creditably 
and successfully, It was a year that 
demanded great care on the part of the 
Executive Council, and taking everything into 
consideration, he did not think he was 
flattering the Council when he stated that 
they had performed their duty with zeal, 
competence and ability. He moved the 
adoption of the report and statement of 
accounts, and felt, he said, confident that it 
would meet with the general approval of the 
members, 

Mr. Noonan seconded the motion, which 


was adopted. 


TARIFF RESOLUTION. 

With regard to the tarifí, Mr. Coleman 
proposed, Mr. Cusack seconded, and it was 
unanimously passed :— 

“That, we hereby call on the Minister for 
Agriculture to devise some machinery whereby , 
the resultant monetary advantages of the 
tariff will find its way into the pockets of the 
producers, as we are convinced, if some 
arrangement is not devised for this purpose, 
that the tariff will have served no useful pur- 
pose, and the Government will have imposed 
a burden on the community for the benefit of 
a few speculators; and that, furthermore, in 
the event of the Government devising some 
arrangement whereby this tariff may be 
utilised for the purpose intended, that the in 
dustry should agree to cold store sufficient 
butter to meet the country’s winter require- 
ments.” 

On the motion of Mr. Roche, (Glanworth), 
seconded by Mr. Nash, it was resolved :— 
‘That we ask the Minister for Agriculture 
to prescribe a standard of qualification for 
the auxiliary manager, and we suggest to him 
that the only standard that will fully meet 
our wishes is the standard that row obtains 
for the central manager.”

the graphicaj) section) have also been active 
parts of the work of the Institute, 

During the past five years or so, the prin- 
cipal work accomplished by the Civics Insti- 
tute includes the organisation of Housing 
Week in Dublin, October, 1925, an effort 
made to inaugurate a new and determined 
campaign to deal effectively with our most 
pressing social problem, as also the promo- 
tion of the representative Conference’ on 
Housing held in Dublin in January, 1927. 

The activities of the Civics Institute since 
then include the drafting of proposals for a 
continuous building programme for the Free 
State, which were submitted to the Govern- 
ment, with recommendations, for long-term 
loans for housing purposes, and resulted in 
the Government’s granting, for the first time 
long-term loans of thirty-three years instead 
of the previous term of fifteen years. 


CIVIC WEEK. 


When the late Dublin City Commissioners, 

under the chairmanship of Mr. Seamus 
Murphy, decided to organise the 1927 Dublin 
Civic Week—the first enterprise of its kind 
ever undertaken in Ireland—they asked the 
Civics Institute to provide the secretariat, a 
high tribute to the value of the Institute’s 
work, coming, as it did, direct from the 
municipal authorities. 
' In the following year the Civics Institute 
was called upon to provide the secretariat for 
the Public Health Congress in Dublin, and 
again, in 1929, it provided the secretariat for 
the second Dublin Civic Week. 

Other activities of the Civics Institute in- 
clude the investigation of the Housing statis- 
tics, as revealed by the 1926 Census, the 
giving of evidence before the Commission on 
Technical Education, and the establishment 
of a Bureau of Information on all questions 
and problems of civic development and social 
reform.

The trade missions, which we 
had despatched to various countries were 
very valuable. Any reference to this sub. 
ject would not be complete without paying 
a tribute to the great services rendered fy 
the Heir to the Throne—(cheers)—who had 
thrown himself into this work with 
greatest possible enthusiasm. 

It was, however, impossible to disguise 
the fact that these missions were a reflection 
on our own shortcomings in the past, in not 
keeping ourselves fully acquainted with the 
requirements of foreign trade, by having 
direct representation on the spot. 


THE FAR EAST, 


Captain Hacking said that the report of the 
Economic Mission to the Far East was really 
alarming. One of its most important recom. 
mendations was that production costs must 
be reduced until the price of British goods 
reached a competitive level. It was a perti- 
nent question to ask what we were doing in 
furtherance of that policy?

Britain’s minor professional championship

matter of doubt as to whether or no he is 
the world force in golf that he was a couple 
of years ago, when in his ‘teens.

GLOUCESTER'S THIRD WIN. 


CHAMPION COUNTY IN DANGER 
OF DEFEAT. 


By five o'clock yesterday Gloucestershire 
had beaten Notts i an nm “if, and 131 runs. 
This is their third and most decisive win of 
the season. ut-played at all points, Notts 
never looked like redeeming the bad start they 
made on Saturday when tne home side estab- 
lished a lead of 137, with half their wickets 
in hand, So stubbornly did Smith and Neale 
bat when play was resumed that, they raised 
the total from 251 to 327 before the former 
was caught and bowled.

Apart from Arthur Staples, none of the 
early Notts batsmen made any stand. He 
scored 44, including six 4, all off Parker, 
out of the 56 he assisted to put on by skilful 
batting.

Then Barratt, who might have been 
caught off the first ball he received, with 
reliable help from Rhodes, put on 40 in fifteen 
minutes. He hit one 6 and three 4's. Voce, 
who damaged nig foot when fielding, went in 
last, and was caught after getting two 6's off 
Goddard. Parker again brought about the 
collapse by taking seven wickets for 74 on a

hus, in the match he had 15 wickets for 113 
runs, which brings his total for three matches 
to 40 wickets. 

CHAMPIONS IN DANGER. 

Lancashire, the champions, who were un- 
beaten last season, are in danger of defeat by 
Sussex at Old Trafford. With nine wickets 
intact Sussex only require 91 runs to accom- 
plish that performance. The Southern county 
started the day 110 runs in arrears on 
the first innings, with eight wickets in hand. 
Bowley completed a flawless 105 in two hours 
and forty minutes, hitting thirteen 4's, but 
although Lancashire’s total was passed with 
four wickets to spare, Sussex, who lost five 
wickets for 33 runs and the last four for 3 
runs, only secured the slender lead of 16 
runs. The bowlers were dominant, and in 
the circumstances Lancashire’s caution was 
permissible. Watson hatted 85 minutes for 
48 and E. Tyldesley 90 minutes for 39, but.

HOME MANUFACTURER'S 
VIEW-POINT. 

Mr. E. H: Woods, managing director of 
Messrs. Stanley Woods, Ltd., Dublin, states 
that President Cosgrave s reply to the Budget 
critics, ‘‘ that, notwithstanding the additional 
tax of 4d. per lb., sugar would be cheaper 
than it was two years ago,” is mot in accord- 
ance with facts. | 

He points out, in support of this conten- 
tion, that, whereas the price of sugar de- 
livered to purchaser's store was 23s. 10}d. 
per cwt. in May, 1929, and 20s. éd. in May, 
1931. a few hours before the introduction of 
the Budget, the price since the additional 
duty was imposed has been 25s. per cwt. 

Mr. Woods is of opinion that the increased 
sugar tax, apart from proving a puzzling pro- 
blem for the small home manufacturer, whose 
capital only permits him to carry a few tons 
of sugar, will put him at a further disad- 
vantage when competing with imported sugar 
confectionery.

THE TRAMS. 


NEW CONTROL SYSTEM 
URGED.

at an inquest on a six-year-old boy 

named Clive Sweeney, of 13 Claremont 
road, Sandymount road, in Baggot Street 
Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, Dr. J. P. Bren- 
nan, the Coroner, pointed out that during the 
tramway strike in Dublin there was not a 
single street accident in the city. Thev had 
noticed, he said, that in 99 per cent. of the 
street accidents in Dublin tramcars were con- 
cerned. 

Some system should he devised by which 
motorists coming behind a tramcar could be 
warned of danger by the tram-driver. ‘‘If a 
svstem such as this had been in operation 
last Saturdav,”’ the Coroner declared, ‘‘ Clive 
Sweenry would be alive to-day.” 

At the present time tramcars stopped at 
any place along the route, with the result 
that the possibility of accidents was increased. 
It used to be that they stopped only at cer- 
tain places. Motorists were aware of the dan- 
ger, and, compared with tram-drivers, were 
in a more precarious situation. Tramcars, 
with their powerful brakes, could pull up in 
a very short space when going at a good 
speed, but motorists could not, without some 
danger.

DOUBLE LINE OF TRAMS. 

The boy Sweeney was killed by a motor 
car outside the Royal Dublin Soctety’s pre- 
mises at Ballsbridge last Saturday evening, 
and, from the evidence, it appeared that the 
boy and two companions were passing be- 
tween a double line of tramcars, when 
Sweeney was knocked down by the motor 
car, which was going at a slow speed. 

James Mangan, driver of one of the tram- 
cars, said that he was travelling at about 
one and a half miles an hour when he saw 
a number of boys running across the road. 
When one of the boys was opposite his car a 
motor car came along and struck him. In 
his opinion the driver was not to blame. 

Guard Barry, of the Garage Department, 
Pearse street, said that he found the hand 
brake of the motor car effective, but the 
foot brake was slightly defective. In his 
opinion, the car could pull up in about one 
vard going at five or six miles an hour. Mr. 
Duff was a capable driver. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, that death was 
due to shock and hemorrhage, following in- 
juries to head, ribs, lungs and body.

THE LEAGUE OF 
NATIONS. 


ITS IMPORTANCE IN 
WORLD PEACE. 


———— 


Mr. Charles E. Jacob delivered an interest- 
ing address to the members of the Dublin 
Rotary Club in Clery’s Restaurant yesterday, 
his subject being ‘‘ The League of Nations.’ 

Believing, as all Rotarians did, in the 
sixth object of Rotary—namely, the pro- 
motions of international good-will and under- 
standing—they ought, he said, to take a keen 
interest in the work of the League of 
Nations. He was, however, afraid that some 
of their members did not sufficiently realise 
the important part it played in promoting 
peace in the world, and what that meant ; 
the preservation of civilisation and all that 
is beautiful, true and good depends largely 
on it. , The world, he said, owes a great deal 
tc the late President Wilson for having 
helped materially to bring the League’ into 
being. 

Me We cannot be too thankful,’ said Mr. 
Jacob, ‘‘that the League has become a fact, 
and that year by vear it has demonstrated 
its usefulness. Without it the international 
outlook would be black, indeed. Although 
the League has not accomplished all that was 
expected from it, it has proved the need for 
its existence, and has contributed much to 
the promotion of peace and the solving of 
international disputes that have arisen: 
Probably the most important thing it has

done ts to Lave brought the great Powers, as 
well as the smaller nations, together to dis- 
euss their problems openly and with a 
friendly des're to arrive at a settlement.”’ 


LEACUE’S MEMBERSHIP. 


The League, he said, has a membership of 
about fifty-five States who have signed the 
\‘ovenant which sets forth its objects—viz., 
ts promote international co-operation and to 

| achieve international peace and security by 
| the acceptance of obligations not to resort 
| to war, by the prescription of open, just and 
| honourable relations between nations, and by 
the maintenance of justice and a scrupulous 
respect for a treaty obligation in the deal- 
ings of organised peoples with one another. 
In addition to the Covenant of the League, 
most of the leading nations (in this case the 
United States of America is included) have 
signed the Pact of Paris, agreeing that the 
settlement of all disputes, whatever their 
nature or origin, shall never be sought ex- 
cept by pacific means. This Pact thus brings 
us still further on the road towards inter- 
national peace and good-will. 

Mr. Jacob mentioned some of the inter- 
national settlements which the League has 
already accomplished. ‘One important piece 
of work was the repatriation of war 
prisoners, which was carried out most success- 
fully under the guidance of the late Dr. 
Nansen. By July, 1922, over 427,000 had 
been repatriated at a cost of less than £1 
per head. The creation by the League of 
the International Labour Organisation had 
proved of great value. There are representa- 
tives from thirty-five countries working 
together in the same bnilding, which fact 
also makes for better understanding. 


THE EXPERTS, 


_ There are eleven Committees of experts 
dealing with various important matters, such 
as child welfare, the suppression of slavery, 
the traffic in drugs, health services, prison 
reform, etc. 

The world, he said, was looking eagerly 
as to what can be done towards disarmament. 
He hoped that all Rotarians throughout the 
world would unite in working for the cause 
of general disarmament. One great advantage 
of the League is that controversial matters 
can be transferred from the heated arena of 
national prejudices into a calmer atmosphere, 
where the whole problem can he looked into 
quietly and dispassionately, with the desire 
to arrive at a right and peaceful conclusion. 
Objection had sometimes been raised to the 
expense of the League, but he doubted if 
any institution had given, or would continue 
to give, better value for the sum involved. 
Last vear the total cost was £1,128,000, and 
of this amount Great Britain contributed 
£114,000 as her share. This was a verv 
small sum compared with what she spends 
on national defence. 

_Last year, for instance, the bill for the 
Navy's stationery and printing was 
£200,000, and the Army postage bill was 
£115,000. so he thought that Great Britain 
got good value at Geneva in comparison. 

e Irish Free State's contribution was 
£11,000. Now that the Irish Free State had 
a seat on the Council of the League it 
behove all Irishmen to take an active interest 
in the work it was doing, and to let their 
delegates to Geneva feel that they had a 
strong and intelligent backing here at home 
in what they were doing in the cause of 
_peace. ‘‘Let us,” said Mr. Jacob, in con- 
clusion, “ educate our young people that thev 
may know the evil and folly of war, and the 
true way of settling disputes, and that in 
them also there may be created a strong 
desire to work for peace.” He appealed to 
every Rotarian to become a member of the 
League of Nations Society of Ireland, and to 
contribute generously to its funds. 

Mr. ©. McGloughlin, and the President 
(Mr. Clampett) commended the address, and 
thanked Mr. Jacob for it.
